A trial for Michael Patrick 
Bergan, 42, formerly of Beaver 
Creek Township, was slated to 
take place on May 16. 

Bergan was arrested in March, 
2004 on a charge of open mur- 
der and use of a firearm during a 
felony for allegedly killing 
Pieh!, 21, of Grayling, in order 
to steal OxyContin, a powerful 
and highly addictive pain drug. 

Piehl was shot in the head at 
close range with a .22-caliber 
rifle on a two-track off Four 
Mile Road near I-75 south of 
Grayling. The slaying occurred 
May 29, 2001. 

Bergan is not the first suspect 
charged in Piehl's death. Randee 
Craig Johnson was acquitted on 
a murder charge following a 
two-week trial in May 2002. 

46th Trial Court Judge Dennis 
Murphy was forced to adjourn

Six jobs, bussing and 


. advanced studies programming 


have been proposed for: the 
chopping block for the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District. 

Districts officials are seeking 
to eliminate between $512,000 
to $579,100 from the budget for 
the 2005-2006 school years. 

Superintendent Milli Haug 
outlined the cuts at a recent 
“State of the School”. meeting 
held at the Grayling High 
School. 

The district has cut $1.9 mil- 
lion from its budgets the last 
four years. 

The school district continues 
to struggle financially due to 
higher retirement costs and less 
reimbursement from the state 
due to budget woes. 

The district is also projecting 
a loss of about 50 students due 
to less children starting school 
and families who move out of 
the district,

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Bergan’s trial last week during a 


hearing where several pre-trial 


motions were being heard. 

Crawford County Prosecutor 
John Huss asked for the delay 
because member's of Piehl’s 
family had participated in an 
interview with Johnson and a 
writer from the Emerson Review, 
an independent newspaper pub- 
lished in Frederic. 

Huss had tapes obtained from 
the newspaper transcribed at the 
request of Peter Shumar, the 
defense attorney for Bergan. 

Huss is seeking an opinion 
from the Attorney General’s 
Office on whether he should 
withdraw from the case since 
information from the newspaper 
interview may be presented as 
evidence at Bergan’s trial. 

Bergan is serving a three to 10- 
year prison sentence in St. Louis 
Correctional Facility for an unre- 
lated larceny conviction. 

Bergan is up for parole in June. 
Huss asked that Michigan 
Department of Corrections put a 
hold on Bergan so he can be 
transferred to the Crawford 
County Jail if he is paroled. 

Piehl’s mother, Kathy Piehl, 
said she was trying to obtain a 
tape of the newspaper interview 
and did not know what informa- 
tion Huss and state police are 
concerned about. 

“Of course we would like to 
have the trial so we can get on 
with things but it looks like it’s 
going to happen farther down the 


‘road now,” Piehl said. 


Judge Murphy admonished 
Huss and Shumar, who are seek- 
ing more time to prepare for the 
trial, for asking for the 11-hour 
delays. 

Murphy denied a request for a 
change of venue for Bergan’s 
trial.

For example, in Fulton, Ohio, 
a deputy sheriff wondered why 
the human toe that Anderson and 
her dog had discovered in a creek 
bed had been so neatly severed. 
Shortly afterward, the body of a 
22-yearold-man police were 
seeking was found — toes intact. 

When Anderson was called for 
another attempt at finding 
Thomas’ remains in April, 2001, 
David was the first to become 
SUSPICIOUS, 

He said that Anderson had 
insisted on searching in areas 


which had previously, been 


searched where bone fragments - 


were discovered when she was 
there. 

Lucey, Patchin and David said 
they kept Anderson under a close 
watch the next day. 

While searching in a creek 
bed, Patchin witnessed Anderson 
pull a bone from the back of her 
boot and place it in the muck.

Patchin said she was not 
pleased to have David, who has 
worked on the case for 15 years, 
and the technicians being led on 
a “wild goose chase” and pulled 
away from family and valuable 
lab work.

An August; 2003 — federal 
indictment charged Anderson 
with faking evidence in several 
cases in Michigan and Ohio, She 
was accused of planting bones 
in search areas and used her body 
tluids to stain a saw blade, coins 
and a piece of cloth, according to 
court records 

Anderson had faced up to 65 
years in prison. She pleaded 
guilty to five of the {0 charges 
she was arrested in Mareh, 2004. 

Anderson was sentenced in 
September, 2004 to serve 21 
months in prison for planting 
bones and other fake evidence in 
cases she worked, 

Lucey, of Grayling, who has 
worked at the crime lab for 10 
years, said it was bittersweet to 
be recognized for his involve- 
ment in the case,

“The act of compromising 
criminal investigations is very 
disturbing because it brings a bad 
light to the entire criminal justice 
system,” Lucey said. 

Despite the glitch in the casé, 
Jimmie Allen Nelson, 52, of 
Houston, Texas and formerly of 
Oscoda, was arrested = on 
December 28, 2004, for alleged- 
ly killing Thomas according to 
Oseoda Township Police 
Department. Nelson also faces 
charges for felony perjury and 
obstruction of justice relating to 
the same investigation.

“We don’t have the jobs up 
here that support families,” Haug 
said, 

A total of six positions have 
been proposed to be cut from the 
pay roll. Those jobs include one 
less custodian, one part-time 
music teacher, two para profes- 
sionals used for the Title One 
reading program and cut two and 
a half positions will be cut by 
eliminating team teaching plan—* 
ing at the Grayling Middle 
School. 


“We had to have a teacher cov- 
ering those kids while we do the 
planning,” Haug said. 

The school board will only 
spend $100,000 in maintenance 
costs, which is half the amount of 
funds typically budgeted for 
upkeep. 

A total of $55,000 less will be 
spent on technology upgrades. 

The district is also planning to 
save $27,000 by picking up stu- 
dents at designated bus stops 
rather than making several stops, 
cutting bus runs by a half hour. 

School administrators are sup- 


posed to make their final recom- 
mendations for cuts at a meeting 
which will be held at 5:30 p.m. 
on Wednesday, May 11, 

The school board is slated to 
adopt its first reading of the 
budget on May, 16. The final 
budget will be adopted on 
Monday, June 20, 

“We want to make the cuts 
now and be in the position to put 
things back in rather than cut 
things mid-year,” Haug said. 

Haug said she has sought input 
through parents and the commu- 
nity throughout the school year 


for the cuts. Overall, Haug said 
citizens do not want to see 
bussing or core classes eliminat- 
ed. 

Haug said she hopes citizens 
will raise their concerns with 
school finances issues with sate 
lawmakers in Lansing. 

“We're hoping that the com- 
munity and parents can get 
involved in a grass roots effort 
and will start cafling our state 
legislators on) these funding 
issucs because that’s when 
change is going to happen,” 
Haug said.

Projects proceed on south side of Grayling

The south side of Grayling will 


see back to back construction | 


projects this summer as the city 
upgrades its water and sewer 
services and strives to protect the 
AuSable River. 

Crews from C&J Construction 
of Cadillac began 
replaced sewer and water mains 
on Monday. 

On Lawndale Street, the city 
is replacing undersized water and 
sewer mains and will install addi- 
tional fire hydrants. 

Fulton Street will have a new 
sewer main. 

In addition to the sewer and 
water work, Lawndale, Fulton, 
Mikado, Brink, Date and Fern 
Streets will be repaved. 

“The streets are going to be 
torn up and need to be replaced 
so we figured we would have that 
work done now,” said Grayling 
City Manager Allen Lowe. 

After the water and sewer 
upgrades are completed, workers 
from J&N Construction of 
Gaylord will complete the first 
phase of a project to retrofit the 
city’s storm water system. 

The city received a $785,000 
Clean Michigan Initiative grant 
from the Michigan Department 
of Environmental Quality to help 
keep pollutants from flowing into 
the AuSable River. 

The storm water retrofit will 
include creating rain gardens - 
landscaped areas where storm 
water will naturally filter back 
into the soils after it flows off 
streets and parking areas after 
heavy rains and snowmelt. 

Filters will also be placed at 
some of the current storm sewer

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MICHIGAN WILL drop out of the 
Top Ten states in population after a cou- 
ple more censuses, according to experts 
who study that sort of thing. 

Although growing slightly in popula- 
tion overall, our slow rate of growth will 
permit several other states to slip past 
Michigan, which now its the eighth 
largest state, 

But by 2030, Arizona and North 
Carolina both are expected to slip past 
Michigan in people size, shoving 
Michigan down to [lth most populous 
state, 

After the 2000 census, Michigan was 


home to 9,938,444. We are expected to 


be just over 10,700,000 population in 
2025, then slip just under that number in 
2030, falling behind faster growing 
North Carolina and Arizona. 

Florida, now the fourth largest slate, is 
expected to pass New York and take over 
third place by 2011, afler California and 
Texas. By 2030, Florida, Texas and 
California together will make up about 
half the country’s population. 
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Population slip means less political clout 


ot 
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By percentage but not total people, the 
fastest growing slates between the 2000 
and 2030 censuses will be Nevada 114 
percent. Arizona 109 percent, Florida 80 
percent, Texas 60 percent and Utah 56 
percent. Michigan would rank 40th in 
growth. 

All these figures and projections came 
through the Wayne State University 
Center for Urban Studies,

-MICHIGAN’S LARGEST city is in 
even worse shape. 

For the first time since 1920, Detroit 
has dropped to less than 900,000 popula- 
tion, according to estimates of the 
Southeastern Michigan 
Governments, which put the population 
at 899,387. 

Detroit dropped below the magic mil- 
tion figure in the 2000 census, plus 
another 5.5 percent in the last five years. 

Through World War IL and post-war 
years, population growth in Detroit was 
steady, and reached a top of about 
2,000,000 in the early 1950s, largely

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because of growth of autos, huge 
wartime production, and a burgeoning 
peacetime automobile industry. 

The pendulum has switched for 
Detroit, and the downward spiral contin- 
ucs, 

Much of Detroit’s population loss has 
gone to the suburbs, which have grown 
steadily, reaching out to what now is 


about a five-county metropolitan Detroit . 


area. 

For Detroit, dipping below a million 
has serious consequences. In many fed- 
erally-funded programs, for, example, 
one million population is a cut-off point, 
either for inclusion in federal programs 
or to draw top money. . 

Then, of course, the whole image 
thing is serious, too, As Detroit declines 
in population, it also declines in national 
and international significance.

FOR THE STATE, declining popula- 
tion in relation to other states has serious 
political consequences. 

Seats in the national House of 


Representatives are allocated by popula- 
tion. Following the 1960 census, 
Michigan reached its top representation 
with 19 seats in Congress. 

After the 2000 census, we elected 16 
house members. 

If our population ranking slips further, 
Michigan is likely to lose one or two 
more seats in Congress after the 2030 
census. 

That means not only less voice in 
shaping federal laws but less clout in 
electing the president, too, because elec- 
toral votes reflect numbers in congress. 
Because Michigan will be less important 
in electing a president, candidates will to 
tend to pay less atiention to our prob- 
lems and concerns. 

The answer, of course, is to make 
Michigan more attractive as a place to 
live, which goes right back to basic 
questions of jobs and quality of fife. 

If people have good well paying jobs, 
they will want to live here rather than 
look somewhere else, or be forced to 
move to some other state where they can 


find work. 

But jobs are only part of the solution 
for Michigan growth. 

Michigan must provide not only good 
jobs but also good local schools, good 
universities, good environment, good 
state and local governments, good roads, 
realistic taxes, safe streets and attractive 
neighborhoods, inviting things to do 
besides work — the arts, good shopping, 
good libraries, sports and recreation 
opportunities — in a word, all the other 
things that contribute to making wherev- 
er you are a good place to be. Only then 
will more people be inclined to seek out 
or remain in Michigan. 

The only other way to reverse our 
downward population trend is to find 
some way to substitute year around sun- 
shine and warmth for Michigan weather. 

That seems to work for Arizona and 
Florida anyway.

The Communist Manifesto 
was written in 1848 by Karl 
Marx in conjunction with 
Friedrich Engels, Marx report- 
edly synthesized German ideal- 
ism with British political econo- 
my and French socialism.

oly.” Sixth, the national con- 
trol of communication and 
transportation. “Centralization 
of the means of communication 
and transport in the hands of the 
state.” 

The rest of the suggestions in 
the Communist Manifesto deal 
with a common plan to provide 
for the regulation of — land, 
work requirements, redistribu- 
tion of population centers, con- 
trol of education, abolishment 
of child labor, and combining of 
education with industrial pro- 
duction, etc, 

The suggestions are followed 
by their vision of a complete 
Communist victory: “When in 
the course development, class 
distinctions have disappeared, 
and all production has been con- 
centrated in the hands of a vast 
association of the whole nation, 
the public power will lose its 


political character. Political 
power, properly so called, is 


merely the organized power of 
one class for oppressing anoth- 
er, If the proletariat during its 
contest with the bourgeoisie ts 
compelled, by the force of cir- 
cumstances, to organize itself as 
a class; if, by means of a revolu- 
tion, it makes itself the ruling 
class, and, as such, sweeps away 
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by force all the old conditions of 
production, then it will, along. 
with these conditions, have 
swept away the conditions for 
the existence of class antago- 
nisms and of classes generally, 
and will thereby have abolished 
its Own supremacy as a class,” 

"In place of the old bourgeois 
society, with its classes and 
class antagonisms, we shall 
have an association in which the 
free development of each is the 
condition for the tree develop- 
ment for all.”

5th graders hear presentation 
on astronaut training 


On Wednesday, April 27, Dr. 
Robert Reed of All Eyes 
Optometry, who has trained with 
astronauts at NASA, visited Mrs. 
Casey's Sth grade class at 
Grayling Elementary School to 
talk about his experiences with 
the space program, 

Dr. Reed shared — personal 
scrapbooks with the students and 
included history of the space pro- 
gram, science resulting from 
experiments in space, and models 
of spacecraft in his presentation, 

He told the students that the 
physical challenges of astronaut 


training were similar to the TV 
show “Survivor,” but much more 
rigorous. Flight simulators are 
used to create weightlessness, 
and centrifuges are used to allow 
the trainee to experience five Gs 
(five times the force of gravity), 
which is similar to the force of a 
launch, Other training includes 
building model rockets, scuba 
diving for water survival, heli- 
copter crashes in the water, and 
full-size shuttle — simulators. 
Training also involves real-time 
simulations of a launch day from 
breakfast to recovery following a 


scripted task with problems 
thrown in by the control people. 
Dr. Reed told the students that 
astronauls design their own flight 
patches. He also revealed the 
contents of an astronaut’s flight 
suit: space food, medical kit, 
scissors, a Swiss Army knife, 
flashlight, sunglasses, pen, pen- 
cil, marker, and knee clipboard. 
Due to an aceident, Dr. Reed 
was not able to go into space, but 
he now visits classrooms to share 
his personal experiences. He also 
speaks at conferences nationally — 
on new optometric technology.

Twenty-seen bands, repre- 
senting over 1400 students from 
across northern Michigan, quali- 
fied for satte festival by earning a 
first-division rating at the district 
festivals. 

Band and Orchestra Festival is 
an opportunity for ensembles 
from member schools to perform 
a program of three pieces for 
adjudication, one of which must 
be from MSBOA's required list. 
District-level festivals are held at 
the end of February through the 
beginning of March. Each group 
is evaluated by three perform- 
ance judges and one sight-read- 
ing judge. 

Ensembles are rated on a scale 
from | to 5 with | being the 
highest rating possible. The 
overall score is computed using a 
formula which combines the rat- 
ings of each judge, Ensembles 
that earn an overall] | rating (or 
"Superior") are qualified for 
State Band & Orchestra Festival 
which is held in late April or 
early May. 

The basic structure of State 
Band & Orchestra Festival is the 
same as District, but the ensem- 
bles are held to a higher stan- 
dard, 

The adjudicators listened to 
each band and evaluated them on 
the following educational con- 
cepts: tone quality, technique, 
rhythm, interpretation of the

music (style). For the concert 
performance Robert Ambrose, 
Joel Shaner, and Ken Bauman 
evaluated three pieces of music 
performed: by each band, a 
march, a required concert piece, 
and a selection of free choice. 
Theodore Smith was the sight- 
reading adjudicator. In sight- 
reading, each band had seven 
minutes to discuss two pieces of 
music and perform it the best 
they can the first time.
